To many the news of Mrs. Wood­ 
hull^ latest gift will come as rath­ 
er a surprising reminder that one 
who took such a prominent part in 
American politics of such a faraway 
time is still alive.

One of 
her audience in old St. James Hall 
was the late John Biddulph Martin, 
English banker and philanthropist.
